Dr. Amos O. Squire Will 


Give Up His Careeer 


as Crime Chaser 


Ossining, N. Y.,—After 13S exe- 


cutions of murderers and 11,000 
investigations of homicides and 
other sudden deaths. Dr. Amos O. 
Squire intends to retire from pub- 
lic office on June i. 


Dr. Squire was a coroner of 


Westchester county from 1906 to 
1912. 
In 1P14 he btvame chief 


physician at Smg Sing prison here 
after several years as a consultant. 
Leaving- the prison work in 1925, 
he has since been the first and 
only medical examiner of 
the 


county. In that capacity alone he 
recently completed his 9,800th in- 
vestigation, with his travel record 
often at 3,500 miles a month. 


Worked In Notorious Cases 
His cases constitutes a siz- 


able segment of notorious crimes 
of the east, including such mur- 
ders as those of Dorothy Peacox. 
Grace Budd and Peter Levine. He 
has found Westchester frequently 
the setting for 
violent 
crimes 


stemming from New York City. 


State law required the retire- 


ment of Dr. Squire in 1946 when 
he reached the age of 70, but 
county officials obtained several 
extensions, the latest running to 
June 1-—three days after his 72d 
birthday. 


Ill since December, Dr. Squire 


expects 
no 
further 
extension. 


Neither does he anticipate leisure. 
He intends to write about 
the 


dangers of barbituric preparations, 
believing that the mounting sale 
of 
potentially 
lethal^ sleeping 


medicines is a national hazard. 


Opposes Capital Punishment 
He may advance also his belief 


that capital punishment is no 
deterrent to crime and should be 
abolished as a sadistic rite be- 
longing in the same category as 
burning at the stake, boiling in oil, 
beheading and maiming. 


Murderers, Dr. Squire believes, 


are of four types a.nd none is 
deterred by fear of capital punish- 
ment. 
The insane, he contends, 


have no fear of execution; those 
motivated by violent emotions are 
indifferent to death; gangsters 
consider "the chair" just another 
professional risk, and 
schemers 


believe themselves too clever to 
be caught. 


Dr. Squire served in the Sing 


Sing death house at a time when 
the prison doctor gave the signal 
for sending 2,200 volts coursing 
through 
a 
condemned person's 


body. 


"The horror of that one duty 


grew on me 'until it was more 
than I could endure," he said.

one-third of the national income is 
spent on government; that every 
cent the government spends comes 
from the sweat and the sacrifices 
of the American people; that the 
present high prices are, in a sub- 
stantial degree, the inevitable re- 
sult of the 'spend, borrow and tax' 
policies which our federal govern- 
ment has followed for 15 years; 
that the federal government has 
consistently refused to make real 
reductions in governmental expen- 
ditures—hns refused to make real 
cuts in 
the 
super-bureaucracy, 


which is a cancerous growth upon 
our economic life, and ha* refused 
to reduce the crushing tax burden 
on the American people; that the 
hypocritical action of the federal 
government during the recent price 
control era in encouraging increas- 
ed labor coata and at the same 
time advocating a 'hold the line' 
policy on price*, illustrated the 
economic quackery In political ef- 
forts to regulate prices; that it is 
not only inconsistent but clearly 
absurd for the government to ad- 
vocate more controls and more 
regulations on the American peo- 
ple, and at the same time, refuse 
to abandon the governmental poli- 
cies which have caused, and are 
now feeding the inflationary spi- 
ral; and that if our government 
officials will make adequate re- 
ductions In governmental costs and 
adequate reductions in the crush- 
ing tax burden upon the American 
people, and will keep their inept 
hands off the delicate and compli- 
cated machinery of our economy, 
the American people, by their own 
initiative, may still be able to 
stabilize our economy and put our 
economic house in order, nothwith- 
siamiing the great damage caused 
by unwise governmental policies 
in the past."

The speaker strongly urged the 


importance of voting when tin- 
occasion preaenta itself and stated 
that the apathy of not voting 
when the opportunity arose, has 
resulted in the sending to the leg- 
islature of representatives who are 
not desirable. Illinois, he stated, 
is the third largest industrial state 
in the union, but added that with 
improper legislation this record 
could not be maintained.

Gordon said:
